What could be cheaper than this 


one, unearthed and scotched by a Bet- 
ter Business Bureau official— 


Solicitors were found going around 


among NRA signers, asking that they 
pay to have their names listed on 
"honor lists" of an official NRA mag- 
azine. There is, up to.now at least 
no official national NHA publication 
~ wnyofie solicUiiig: 'money* ton 


>'honor listings" in any such purported 
'-"official NRA magazine" is a faker 


In Cleveland, where 
several 
such 


chiselcrs were unearthed, they were 
scared out of business by warnings 
of the Better Business Bureau and 
therefore no arrests 'or prosecutions 
were necessary. 


But Better Business Bureau offi- 


cials arc already calculating that with 
a big "buy now drive" in prospect, 
people will be more likely than ever 
to become victims of the "Industrial 
bootlegging" schemes which are ex- 
pected to get considerable impetus 
from the codifying of business. 


Attracts Liquor Bootlegger 


The new retail code, which is ex- 


pected to prohibit sales below cost, or 
below certain standard levels, may be 
a further temptation for illegal sales 
by bootleg merchandisers. 


Further, as prohibition repeal comes 


nearer, liquor bootleggers, seeing the 
end of their present racket, art eurning 
to the bootlegging of merchandise. 


The industrial bootlegger is the man 


who, by fair means or foul, gets hold 
of merchandise that can be sold well 
under standard prices, 


Naturally, not all "cut-price" mer- 


chandise conies through the indus- 
trial bootlegger, but much of i*. does, 


jk\nncl then: is reason to fear that with 
^legitimate industries strictly limited by 


their codes, an increasing amount of 
such goods may get afloat. 


The industrial bootlegger, of course, 


works hand in hand with the indus- 
trial racketeer. 


A Typical Case 


Here is a typical setup: 
You run a drug store. You have on 


hand a 
considerable quantity 
of

advcrlised article which sells well. 
One day a couple of tough-looking 
fellows come into your store. They

They toll you very plainly that

he wishes, and perhaps they also 
make mention of strongarm work or 
window smashing that they have done 
in the past. You give in. You ex- 
change a couple of hundred bottle of 
Doakes' Tonic for Croakes,' and you 
have to sell thc-'inferior stuff in com- 
petition with the legitimate article. 


Thus the racketeers have obtained, 


Very cheaply, a large number of bot- 
tle of genuine Doakes' Tonic which 
they aru prepared to dump on the 
market through "bottleggers" at low 
rates. There is always a supply of 
perfectly reputable products on the 
market at unfair prices, these goods 
having been obtained by some such 
procedure as this. 


Stolen Goods Re-Sold 


Of course outright stealing pro- 


vides u constant source of genuine 
standard articles which can be offer- 
ed at eut prices. A dark inght a slug- 
ged watchman, adn a truck backed up 
to the rear door of a 'warehouse, and 
you have a large supply of standard 
goods which may be sold at any price,

Much in U. S. Move 


for Recovery 


KANSAS CITY — (IP) —Postmaster 


General Farley predicted early pro- 
hbition repeal wag "certain" and "will 
mean much in the accomplishment of 
the recovery program," 


"It will provide approximately $800,- 


000,000 annually in new revenues to 
the federal government," the demo- 
cratic chairman sd"id. "It will go a 
long way toward settling once and for 
all the troublesome question of bal- 
ancing the government's budget." 


Farley spoke at the dedication of the 


new federal building here, which he 
said would save the government $150,- 
000 annually in rentals. Stressing the 
importance of budget-balancing, the 
postmaster general said the adminis- 
tration cut the government operating 
deficit between July 1 and August 24 
more than $400,000,000 below last year's 
figures. 


Farley said prohibition repeal would 


make possible "the gradual reduction 
of all federal taxes."

The Resignation of Gates 


Brings Indication of 


Shakeup 


WASHINGfDN-(>fp)-A general re- 


organization of the national recovery 
administration was indicated Thurs- 
day night by Hugh S. Johnson after 
the resignation of Dudley Gates,' the 
assistant 
administrator 
representing 
industry. 


The departure of the official, who 


has long been at odds with his chief, 
and.the reshaping of personnel were 
said by Johnson not to be related but 
his disclosure of plans to alter the ad- 
ministration drastically within a few 
weefcs was made in discussing the 
Gates resignation. 


"And I will have a cream organiza- 


tion," he said, adding that out of 
months of experience he had picked 
men for the key jobs. 


Other developments of the day in 


the drive toward industrial stability 
included: 
• 


A move in the direction of price 


fixing under the NRA code for the oil 
industry, with the first meeting of the 
board of governors for the petroleum 
world and Secretary Ickes reputedly 
fixing an objective of fl a barrel for 
crude, withja wholesale base price of 
between five and six cents a gallon 
for gasoline at the refinery. 


A new attack by the administra- 


tion's labor advisory board upon the 
automobile code's provision for hir- 
ing and discharging of employes on 
a merit basis without regard to their 
union affiliation. 


A continuation of negotiations de- 


signed to bring the retail and bitum- 
inous coal industries under codes next 
week.

months of dispute with Johnson was 
the second internal controversy of llie 
administration. Professor William F. 
Ogburn of Chicago University having 
resigned several weeks ago after dif- 
ferences with the administrator and 
Mrs. Mary Harriman Rumsey, chair- 
man of the board.

Plane Used to Deliver 


Prisoner in Urschel 


Kidnaping 


OKLAHOMA CITY-(^P)-Albert L. 


Bates, indicted as one of the principals 
in the Charles F. Urschel kidnaping, 
arrived 
here Thursday by airplane, 


from Denver. He was handcuffed and 
under guard of four federal operatives. 


Bates, 39, had been awakened from 


his bunk in the Denver jail before 
dawn, rushed to an airport and start- 
ed on the four-hour flight to Okla- 
homa City. 


The plane landed at municipal air- 


port here at 9:45 a. m. Grinning, the 
bespectacled Bates was whisked off 
to the county jail in an automobile, 
followed and preceded by cars of of- 
. ficers armed with machine guns. 


Mr. and Mrs. Urschel, who had 


identified Bates by photographs as 
one of the two men who seized Urs- 
chel form his home the night of July 
22, were at the airport to view the 
prisoner. Federal agents guarded the 
Urschels. 


As Bates sat in the automobile ready 


for the trip to jail, Urschel ran to the 
car and greeted liim. 


"Hello, George," said the oil mil- 


lionaire. Bates grinned but didn't 
answer. An officer reminded Urschel 
that Bates' right first name is Albert. 


As photographers snapped pictures 


of the prisoner. Bates laughed and 
said, "get a good one boys."

were Val Zimmer, department of jus- 
tice agent; John R. Dowd, special 
agent; Charles A. Patton, United States 
marshal; Gene Savard, deputy mar- 
shal, and the pilot.

separately. 


After 30 minutes of denials, both made 
their statements, officers said.

They were brought to the city hall 


in Dallas. A heavy guard was thrown 
around the police department when 
news of the arrest spread and a crowd 
of angry citizens started forming out- 
side.

The Farmers Seed Loan office, of 


Memphis makes the following an- 
nouncement relative to loans made 
by the government to farmers for 
crop production purposes. 


"The office recognizes the need of 


the cotton farmer for provisions for 
taking care of the expense of gin- 
ning and picking cotton. This office, 
therefore, will make no claim to the 
cottonseed, but instead, will permit 
the seed to be used for picking and 
ginning as above, and, where necessary 
an additional amount, not to exceed 
one-half cent per pound of lint cot- 
ton. The full proceeds of the lint, how- 
ever, must be handled for the account 
of this office. 


"Whre cotton is sold in the seed, 


the allowance for picking will be not 
to exceed 40 cents per hundred pounds 
of seed cotton. 


"Thre are three ways for handling 


cotton this year which arc acceptable 
to this offic. 


"First: Immediate sale to the local 


buyr, in which case the buyer should 
be informed of teh government lien 
against the cotton and requested to 
draw check for proceeds therof in 
fovor of the government and forward 
same direct to this office or hand it 
our authorized field inspector. It may 
be thatt he buyer will insisit that the 
seller be named as the joint payee in 
this check. Thisis somewhat of a 
disadvantage, but the government will 
offer no objection if the buyer will 
draw the check in favor of the pro- 
ducer and the Governor, Farm Credit 
Administration. In this event, it will 
be necessary that the check be en- 
dorsed by the producer and forward- 
ed to this office or handed to a field 
inspector. 


Second. The second method of hand- 


ling the cotton is storage in a Fed- 
eral bonded warehouse in anticipa- 
tion of a better price. In case this 
method is chosen, the warehouse re- 
ceipts therefor, showing grade and 
staple, should be drawn in .favor of 
the producer and by him indorscdov- 
cr to the Governor of the Farm Credit 
Administration and the receipts for- 
warded to the office or handed to 
one of the field representatives auth- 
orize to take it In case this method is 
chosen, sufficient cotton 
must 
be 


stored at the market price of the cot- 
ton on the date stored to cover the 
loan and storage and insurance for a 
six months period., 


"Third: The third method of hand- 


ling Ts through the cotton co-opera- 
tive association of the state. This off- 
ice indorses the principle of coopera- 
tive marketing and will be glad to 
see all borrowers become members 
of their cooperative : association. In 
shipping cotton to the association the 


l of lading or warehouse receipts 


should bear the notation to the ef- 
fect that the cotton is under lien to 
;he Governor, Farm Credit Adminis- 
tration. If the cotton is delivered to 
the several cotton cooperative asso- 
ciations, sufficient cotton must be de- 
livered to cover the loan at the market 
price of cotton on the date placed 
with the association, plus storage and 
insurance for six months period, mem- 
bership dues, reserve, overhcnd and 
transportation, if cotton is consen- 
tratcd. 


"All cotton stored must be stored 


in Federal bonded warehouses or be 
placed with the several cotton cooper- 
ative associations and it must be sold 
or the price fixed on or before April 
1, 1934. During the period from matur- 
ity of the loan, fixed at October 31, 
1933 until April 1, 1'34, the cotton may

having cost nothing. 


Such goods are disposed of to mer- 


chandise bootleggers and, by the time 
they have passed through 
several 


hands, may be bought by a reputable 
merchant as.bankrupt stocks or what- 
not without his knowing there is any- 
thing irregular in the deal. These stol- 
en products may be mixed with regu- 
lar stocks and sold without a su- 
spicion. 


Few people realize 
how 
much 


counterfeiting of merchandise goes on. 
The toilet goods and cosmetic trades 
suffer most from this. Sometimes the 
counterfeit product approaches the 
advertised article in quality, but oft- 
en it is inferior or even harmful. The 
labels and packages of the standard 
goods are cleverly imitated. Some- 
times even the manufacturer of the 
genuine goods can scarcely tell the 
difference. 


"Export" Stocks Return 


Manufacturers often "dump" sur- 


plus stocks of merchandise in 'foreign 
countries at such low prices that the 
industrial bootlegger can buy these 
goods abroad and smuggle them back 
into the United States for profitable 
sale. 


In other cases, a shrewd swindler 


organizes a dummy export company 
and buys the goods at low prices, 
ostensibly for export. Then he simply 
turns them back 
through 
devious 


channels into domestic retail trade. 


There is a complex trade, through 


"brokers," among certain merchants 


who are unable to buy certain ar- 
ticles :direct from the manufacturer 
because of exclusive territory granted 
a competitor. 


Suppose Merchant No. 1 can't get 


Blotz's Oat Flakes because Merchant 
No. 2 has exclusive right to them in 
the . territory. But' Merchant No. • 2 
can't get Crispie Crunches because No. 
1 has exclusive right to that. So each 
merchant orders a surplus supply of 
his article, and through a broker, 'they 
swap that surplus. Each then has 
plenty of both oat flakes and crunch- 
ies to sell. 


New conditions, new rackets. The 


NRA is not at work any too soon to 
enlist aid in squelching both the NRA 
racketeers and the merchandise boot- 
legger.

irml-progress, and in the-place that it 
occupies in religious.history, is most- 
amazing arid full ,o'f 'ceirillic'tihg -ele- 
mehis.

Religiously David .has. been' given a 


place almost'of sanctity, and the as- 
sociation of the Psalms with his name, 
arid the conception of him as a sweet 
giiiger, have suggested his, place as a 
leader of praise rather than asji lead- 
er of armies and at one time the hear 
of.a group of discontented and rebelli- 
ous men. 


Yet this saintly young David, who 


played on his harp and sang, was a 
man of blood and violence, • and -the 
record is that he was not permitted to 
build the temple which glorified his 
son. Solomon, because he had been 
engaged so much in bloody deeds.— 


It is characterstic of the Bible that 


with fine honesty it presents both as- 
pects of this remarkable' man. 


We see him as the young shepherd 


boy, fearless and confident, going out 
with his sling and his smooth stones 
to smite the giant Goliath, swaggering 
in his armour and defying the armies 
of Israel. We see him in the modeity 
of his achievement and in all the at- 
tractiveness ot his young manhood. 


Then the picture changes' and we 


see him as a man of strong passions 
swept away, by the violence of temp- 
tation, seeking to cover up his sin, 
.as lesser men have sought to, cober 
up their sins, by the virtual murder 
of the man whom he had wronged. 


The story of his putting Uriah, the 


wronged husband, into the thick of 
the fight displays David at his worst, 
for the murder was as real as if he 
had struck down Uriah with his own 
hand. 


Yet here again we see David in the 


noblest side of his character, for when 
the prophet has brought home to him 
by an apt illustration the reality of 
his sin he does not turn in wrath 
upon the prophet, nor does he seek 
to extenuate his fault. He acknowl- 
edged his wrong-doing, and he seeks a 
way of repentance and restoration, 


We must see David in both of these 


significance religiously,, is that Being 
such* a gjreat sinner be was none the 
less .a 'man'.of hhjh. aspiration 'whose 
character soared to 'things higher than 
hls.'sihs.' ;

It is, well to remember.the' story of 


3»vjd' in. connection with trie world's 
sin and .the world's sinners, for the 
story'is instructive in ( rentindjng us 
that! a mpn's'.sins .are nqt 'always the 
nclication of what the; man is and of 
what h'e 'is capable of' becoming. 


It was this that Jesus supremely, rec- 


ognized in his Sealing with- m*n and 
women.' He refused'to; see, them rath- 
er in.terms of their lowest;.and':basest 
acts.. He saw them rather in terms' of 
their higher aspirations and of their 
repentance 
as 
conscience 
accused 


them .of 'their weakness and wrong- 
doing. It is for this that David has 
had, and ought to have, a high place 
of .significance in the history of sin, 
righteousness and forgiveness. 


The view that sees David chiefly as 


a saint is as wrong as the view that 
sees his chiefly as a bandit thief. We 
must study in him the - conf lice be- 
tween right and wrong, of violent 
passions: with the higher aspirations 
and: the .generous impulses that con 
quered in the end.
